Foreigners would compete for our 
relatively cheap exports. New jobs of all 
sorts would be created. 
Instead, inflation is restricting jobs,

In the case of Anvil, the government 
obviously had considerable leverage. but 
the cbmpany is far from unique in this 
respect. According to Indian affairs 
officials, its record is much better than 
that of some Canadian enterprises. 

The problem is that the native_people. 
in many areas.have had little op- 
portunity fo master the skills and adjust 
to the disciplines of wage employment. 
In this situation companies find it 
simpler to import workers than to rely 
on the local, labor force. Anvil has 
departed from this pattern by setting up 
its own Indian program to provide 
technical training and to improve the

Why does the NHL have 
such control over the CAHA? 
Because it pays many of the 
bills, that’s why. The CAHA is 
subsidized by the NHL, is told 
what to do, and: does it. 

Take the case of the world 
hockey championship 
squabble. It was said then 
that the NHL dictated the 
terms of co-operation in 
regard to professionals; the 
CAHA went along with it, 
because what else could it do? 
And when the final showdown 
came; there was no choice. 
Canada got out; because the 
NHL said so. That was the 
charge, rightly or wrongly. 

In return for al] its favors, 
fhe — NHL provides —“CAHA 
junior leagues, and clubs, with 
a basis of financial return. It 


is a complicated procedure, 
and no attempt will be made 
here to attempt.to explain it 
all. However, if the Cougars 
managed to have a couple of 
players drafted by NHL clubs, 
then the Couga¥s would bene- 
fit financially. I’m not sure if 
this is the case in the Western 
Canada Hockey League.

(In- 
vestigators had found the 
excessive dosages of cycla- 


Dr. Murray E. ,Jarvick, a 
physician and professor of 
pharmacology at the Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine 
in New York City, got in- 
volved in the subject as a 
consultant for one of the two 
U.S. firms that make virtually 
caffeine-free colas. 

“Parents, as a rule, are 
quite persistent in denying 
coffee to their. children be- 
cause of the caffeine,’’ he said 
in an interview. “Yet, para- 
doxically, they encourage 
them to drink colas. 

‘‘Perhaps,” he added, ‘they 
don't realize they. may be 
allowing their children to 
consume far more caffeine in 
one -day than is contained in 
one cup of coffee.” 

A five-ounce cup of coffee 
usually contains 70 to 100 
milligrams of caffeine; the 
same size cup of tea, 60 to 70 
milligrams. A 12-Ounce can or

SpockSpeaks Out 


On Motherhood 
And Femininity 


By ISRAEL SHENKER 
NEW YORK -. Why can't a-woman, asked Dr. Benjamin 


M. Spock, be less like a man? 


“I believe the two sexes are not going to get along well to 


the degree that men become passive «and women become 
more competitive with.men,” he said in an interview at his 


home here. 


“That's what's wrong with unisex, even if it is becoming 


more fashionable.” 


Spock, best known for “‘Baby and Child Care,”” which 
has sold more than 23 million coppies, has just fathered 
another book — “Decent*and Indecent” (McCall Publishing 


Company). It examines the personal.and political behavior . 


of adults, male, and female. 


“T think it’s better to bring up-girls taking pleasure in 
being girls, and boys taking pleasure in being boys,”’ he said. 
“‘Not-only for happitess“between the sexes, but té.make sure 
some one will take care of the children when these boys and 


girls grow up. 

“Tf our society can get ‘it 
through its noodle that rear- 
ing children is exciting and 
creative work, we'll have 
accomplished something: use- 
ful. 

“Lf we don't,-as more and 
more women go to college, 
who the hell is going to take 
care of the children? 

‘People say that the Soviet 
Union and Israel have worked 
this out very well, and that 
children are not cared for by 
their mothers ‘in those two 
countries. I say that taking 
care of other people’s children 
is considered responsible and 
respectable there—but not in 
the United States. 

“The absurd. thing is that 
mén go into pediatrics and 
obstetrics because they find 
them interesting and creative, 
and American women shun 
child-bearring and childarear- 
ing because they don’t.”’ 

When he looks about him- 
self, Spock sees more and 


more women taking jobs 
instead of being content with 


Kinder, Kirche and. Kuche 
(children, church and _ kit- 
chen). 


Housework, he noted, now 
takes less ‘time and half of all 
mothers have now had _ their 
last child by the age of 
26—which was. the average 
age for marriage at the turn 
of the century. 

“I have no objection of a 
pediatric or psychiatric nature 
about women going to work,’ 
he insisted. “What I say is 
that the children are going to 
have to be reared, and you 
ought to have women growing 


“up~-feeling this- is important, 


womanly work.” 

To encourage this feeling, 
Spock would radically change 
curricula. Just as black 
studies have now been widely 
introduced in America, Spock 
would like to see womanhood 
honored, - 


Study Napoleon’s Mother, Too 


"Schools and, colleges are 


all imbued with the idea that 
it's the man’s world that 
should be studied,” he~said. 
“They study the great men of 
history—of - economics, mili- 
tary affairs and politics. 

“T think we should say more 
about the role women play in 
the world. We should go over 
every course of study. In 
history we should emphasize 
Napoleon's mother as well as 
Napoleon, and in English 
make sure to include women 
novelists and poets.”’ 

They should preferably have 
been mothers. 

“Part of the problem is the 
attitude of women on univer- 
sity faculties,”. Spock com- 
plained. “They should be 
pleased and proud to be 
mothers. But a woman who's 
over-intellectualized and aca- 
demic is delighted that she 


never has to mention 
children,”’ 
Spock did not want to 


prescribe too fully for worhen.

Postpone Pruning Until Later __ 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

The piece of ground you have reserved for special early 
seed sowing along in April, can be worked on in spare 
minutes, In fact, whenever the urge.comes to begin’ pruning 
anything, pick up a cultivator instead of a 
pair of secateu 

The prunjmg’ must be postponed until 
later in the’ season for the good of the 
plants, but you can safely ‘work on that 
special patch of soil. 

If you cultivate the.top two or. three 
inches frequently it helps to keep it slightly 
warmer and when the time comes for 
sowing, the soil will be that much more 
workable. 

You may have a heap of rotted compost 
waiting to be used, or some sawdust and 
seaweed which has been stacked. 

These could be spread on top lightly, with a very light 
dusting of a complete fertilizer as the loads are spread. 

Ashes from the bottom of the incinerator will he a good 
addition to-the-bed,- and from a fireplace burning coal or 
wood, ; 


Wood and paper ashes are the best, but small amounts of _ | 
coal ash will do no harm while the tiny bits of cinder are | 
beneficial to the total soil structure. 

You will find the surface will become a little raised abo /e 
the surrounding level, this is all to the good. Drainage wil) be | 
better, another point in obtaining a warmer soil in the top 
few inches. 

Any kind of waste material you have around can go into 
compost, as you know. If you are just beginning to build up a 
piece of ground for these early vegetable sowings and the site 
is low or at best only just level, why not first throw up some 
soil from around the edge, making a high centre with drain- 
age around?

Vaughn Dowie lost the protec- 
tion of the law—under which 
stated evidence cannot be used 
against him in subsequent crim- 
inal proceedings — when he re- 
versed his judgment while iden- 
tifying photographs of persons 
arrested after the . occupation 
ended last Feb. 1. 


Dowie was testifying at the 
trial of 10 Negro students, the 
first of 87 adults to face trial in 
the multi-million dollar, com- 


puter-wrecking incident at the 
university. 

The students face five 
charges, including conspiracy to 
commit arson, conspiracy to 
damage private property and 
conspiracy to prevent the lawful 
operation of the centre. 

Dowie, not among those ar- 
rested during the. fire which 
broke. out on the ninth storey 
centre two weeks after it was 
first occupied, admitted taking 
part in the occupation. 

He then asked and received 
the protection of the law. 

The occupation in both the 
faculty club and the computer 
centre came in the wake of a 
university’ committee investiga- 
tion into charges of racism 
against a professor. 

Dowie gave a capsule descrip- 
tion of student life in the occu-

pied areas—including the sev- 
enth-floor faculty club and the 
computer centre. He said he 
had spent most of his time on 
the seventh floor but had-gone 
to the ninth-floor computer cen- 
tre on the morning of Feb. 11 
and “there were about 100 per- 
sons there."

modation regardless. of money 


“In our ‘counselling’ work 
probably 90 per cent of the 
kids we serve are from the 
Capital region.

Cool-Aid has some house 
rules. 

The penalty for bringing 
drugs into the house is 


“immediate and unappealable 
expulsion.”” Liquor laws are 
enforced and no, one stays at 
the house. more than three 
nights unles they are ina real 
bind. 


Anyone under -18 staying 
there must have the permis- 
sion of his guardian or'the 
Family and Children’s Serv- 
ice. The staff emphasize they 
never, under any cir- 
cimstances, harbor a fugitive 
from the law. 


“The-reason for the strict- 
ness of these rules is simple 
enough: we don’t want to be 
closed down. Much work has 
gone into Cool-Aid. and we 
have not intention of seeing it 
fold because some ass wants 
to blow dope in the toilet.
